The  Conference  annual  reports  show  that  Nancy  served  as  the  Alexandria  District 
Promotion  Secretary  in  1953  and  1954  and  in  1954  was  the  president  of  her  local  unit  at  the 
David  Haas  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in  Bunkie. 

Nancy  attended  the  conference  annual  meeting  at  the  Royne  Memorial  Church  in  New 
Orleans  in  March  1954.  A highlight  of  the  75^'’  annual  meeting  - the  Diamond  Jubilee  - was 
the  pageant  "Jewels  of  the  Kingdom."  Nancy  portrayed  the  young  bride,  Willie  Harding 
McCavock  - a Tennessee  resident  whose  life  centered  in  her  family,  her  home  and  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  Hearing  of 
the  work  in  China,  Mrs.  McSavock  secretly  gave  her  wedding  jewels  to  assist  in  that  work. 
She  later  presented  petitions  to  the  General  Conferences  in  1874  and  1878  to  establish  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  for  the  denomination. 

Nancy  has  in  turn  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  Mrs.  McGavock  as  she  has  served  the 
women's  work  of  Louisiana  for  over  50  years,  giving  generously  of  her  time,  talents  and 
wealth. 

She  is  a member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  World  Methodist  Council;  has  served  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Cener'al  and  Jurisdictional  conferences;  General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration,  General  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Ministry,  the  Foundation  for  Christian  Higher 
Education,  the  International  Methodist  schools,  colleges  and  universities  committee  and  the  Africa 
University  development  committee. 

She  has  served  the  Annual  Conference  on;  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration,  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  Campus  Ministry,  Board  of  Laity  and  Interchurch 
representative;  a trustee  of;  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Conference  Methodist  Foundation,  the 
Conference  Center,  Centenary  College,  Lydia  Patterson  Institute  and  Mount  Sequoyah. 

Nancy  has  been  the  Editor  of  the  United  Methodist  Women's  Conference  Newsletter  for  22  years. 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Christian  Mission,  secretary  of  Promotion,  secretary  of  Literature  and 
Publication  and  chair  of  the  committee  on  AAembership.  She  has  served  in  many  capacities  on  the 
district  and  local  levels.

United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have  elected 
leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background,  and  status  of 
employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference  Administration  and 
Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide  expenses  for  those  chosen  to 
serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following  guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the 
Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand  the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  must  be  filled  out  in 
full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference  treasurer  and 
approved  by  the  conference  president  and  secretary.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings 
should  be  turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later  than  the  next 
week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter  in  which  the  expense 
occurs  when  possible.  All  possible  receipts  must  be  attached  to  expense  vouchers. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well.  If  someone 
cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services,  which  normally  would  be  covered  under  these 
guidelines,  please  submit  a voucher  for  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check  (or 
refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  shall  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  conference  events  without 
reimbursement.  They  are  often  expected  to  pay  their  own  room,  meal  and  travel  expenses 
and  then  submit  the  r€ceipt(s)  with  a voucher  applying  for  reimbursement.  If  this 
arrangement  causes  a personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cov«r  expected  costs  may  be 
requested  from  the  conference  treosurer.  Expenses  in  excess  of  conference  limitations 
require  prior  approval. 

Every  call^letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official 
participation*  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for  financial 
arrangement(s)  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual  leaders  will  pay  or  sign 
for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A.  Trovel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  sholl  be  ollowed  for  travel  by  ear.  When  a van  is 
occupied  by  at  least  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  a car  pool,  mileage  will  be  paid  at  a flat 
rate  of  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  mile. 
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To  encourage  car  pooling,  officers  will  be  paid  an  oddftjonoi  two  (2)  cents  per  mile 
for  each  additional  rider  in  a car  or  mini- van.  up  to  twenty-five  (25)  cents.  When 
district  and  conference  officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their 
respective  organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses  of  these 
groups.  Riders  other  than  district  and  conference  officers  must  assume  their  share 
of  the  expense. 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $15  per  person  per  day. 

3.  Meals  assi)^  be  reimbursed  at  a rote  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  doy  (to  be 

divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that  are  less  than  one  day 
will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for  lunch,  and 
$7.00  for  dinner. 

8.  Officer  Resources 

Materials  which  arc  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job  (such  as 
Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the  property  of  the 
conference  organization.  Most  of  these  materials  should  be  maintained  in  the  files  you 
keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost  care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly 
duplicote  materials  which  cover  overbpping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C.  Operoting  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  copy  charges,  long  distance  telephone  chorges  and  other 
miscellaneous  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for  these  expenses  are  to  be  attached  to 
the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional  secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of  xerox 
copies  are  discouraged;  and  prior  approval  is  required  for  these  expenses. 

D.  Dependent  Care  Subsidy 

A Dependent  Care  Subsidy  plan  was  adopted  April  25,  1992.  When  a member  of  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee  (elected  or  appointed)  is  required  to  attend  Annual 
Meeting,  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission,  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission, 
Mid-Year  Executive  Committee  meeting.  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  or  a Women's 
Division  Workshop,  she  MAY  be  paid  a Dependent  Care  Subsidy  up  to  $30  per  day  for 
hired  care  required  for  children  12  years  of  age  or  under  / or  for  an  invalid  (ill, 
handicapped,  blind)  parent/ spouse/or  other  dependent  person  residing  in  her  home  — 
providing  this  is  an  absolute  necessity  and  that  no  other  family  member  or  friend  is 
avaibble  to  do  this  for  her.

CALL  TO  ORDER:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  United  Methodist  Women  was  called  to  order  at  1 
p m by  President  Elouise  Sanders 


DEVOTIONAL:  Kitty  DeFreese  based  her  words  on  I Corinthians  16:  13  - 18.  She  reminded  the  grwip  that  Paul  was  struggling 
to  keep  Christians  living  as  Jesus  taught  and  being  an  example  for  others.  These  words  of  Paul  still  apply  to  Christians  today.  As 
Conference  and  District  leaders  of  United  Methodist  Women  we  are  leaders  in  our  churches  and  are  examples  which  others  look  to 
and  follow.  KEEP  ALERT.  Sometimes  all  we  can  do  is  to  keep  awake.  We  must  stand  firm  in  our  faith.  Others  watch  our 
behavior  and  observe  whether  we  ^lre  living  up  to  the  standards  of  love  taught  by  Jesus  and  so  strongly  urged  by  Paul. 


JOYS  AND  CONCERNS:  Shreveport  District’s  new  president  Gladys  Prillerman’s  husbaiKl  passed  away  suddenly  on  the 
previous  Monday,  February  19.  President  Elouise  Sanders  brought  a card  for  all  to  sign  to  send  to  Gladys. 


APPOINTED  TO  REVIEW  MINUTES:  Ethel  LiUy  and  Jean  WUliams. 


SECRETARY:  Carolyn  Colvin  presented  the  2001  Conference  Directory  and  Annual  Report  and  said  they  would  be  distributed  at 
the  end  of  the  meeting.  She  asked  that  any  corrections  be  written  and  given  to  her.  The  new  edition  has  some  new  features:  Page 
3 is  a listing  of  the  past  presidents  of  this  and  its  preceding  organizations  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  page  1 2 is  a first  time 
inclusion  of  email  addresses  of  those  officers  listed  which  had  an  asterisk  (*)  by  their  names.  Carolyn  said  she  expected  that  next 
year  there  would  be  more  of  these  sent  to  her  as  they  would  probably  prove  to  be  a popular  and  useful  addition.  After  some 
discussion  the  consensus  was  that  recipients  be  asked  to  pay  $2  for  each  copy  as  was  the  custom. 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  PRESIDENT:  Seola  Callahan  praised  the  Lake  Charles  District  Team  for  their  100%  attendance 
at  DELT  and  good  attendance  at  the  first  Executive  Committee  meeting  where  each  member  received  a District  Handbook  2001  - 
2004.  Also  each  officer  wrote  an  article  for  the  February  Newsletter.  Taylor  Phillips  had  plans  in  place  for  the  Day  Apart  on  April 
9 A letter  to  local  presidents  emphasized  Mission  Today,  visitation,  and  the  Woman  in  Mission  award.  Seola  and  Taylor  Phillips 
visited  Jennings  and  Pat  Davis  visited  the  Oakdale  unit. 

Some  units  had  invited  other  units  to  participate  in  studies  and  this  had  worked  very  well.  Also  larger  units  had  begun 
donating  books  they  had  bought  for  the  previous  year’s  Reading  Program  to  other  units  that  wanted  to  participate.  This  was  done 
at  the  District  Annual  Meeting.  Seola  was  working  to  combine  two  inactive  units  from  Elizabeth  UMC  and  Hopewell  UMC  to 
make  a single  unit. 

REPORTS  FROM  OFFICERS  ATTENDING  LEADERSHIP  TRAINING  EVENT: 

Jeanette  McCalman  was  impressed  by  the  diversity  in  the  treasurers  with  whom  she  was  trained.  Their  variety  of  needs 
and  makeup  of  the  conferences,  the  attitudes  toward  the  responsibility,  their  wide  range  of  experience,  and  their  plans  for  their  jobs 
were  met  with  an  overwhelming  amount  of  information. 

Each  treasurer  was  given  a scrap  of  cloth  and  was  asked  to  choose  a woman  of  the  Bible  with  whom  she  identified.  The 
cloths  were  then  given  to  others  to  sign  with  their  name  and  their  chosen  woman  of  the  Bible. 

Jeanette  expressed  her  gratitude  for  the  opportunity  the  training  afforded. 

Rita  Parham  used  the  program  outline  and  her  own  notes  to  tell  of  her  training. 

Following  the  Women  of  the  Bible  theme  the  mission  history  of  women  including  Mary  Magdalene,  the  women  of  Boston  who 
started  UMW,  and  today’s  women  hear  and  have  heard  the  needs  of  those  without  voice  and  taken  risks  to  eliminate  hatred,  poverty 
and  suffering  - supporting  and  doing  difficult  things  and  growing. 
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Rita  told  of  an  experience  in  which  her  group  was  given  a bag  with  several  items  in  it  - a penny,  a marble,  a rubber  band, 
etc.  - and  each  was  instructed  to  draw  one  item  and  describe  how  her  job  was  like  the  iton. 

COMMUNICATIONS  COORDINATOR  Angeiique  White  reported  that  her  counterparts  around  the  Conference  had 
distributed  information  about  the  retreat  and  district  events.  Preparations  were  underway  for  advertising  the  School  of  Christian 
Mission.  United  Methodist  Women  in  Lxruisiana  had  begun  sharing  their  stories  in  newsletters  and  sharing  newsletters  with 
non-members. 

The  Leadership  Training  Event  had  showm  Angeiique  more  about  the  role  of  her  office  and  how  it  impacts  the  fijture  of 
UMW.  She  was  sharing  this  new  knowledge  with  her  district  counterparts. 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  BATON  ROUGE  DISTRICT:  As  Lana  Lathan  was  to  be  the  pianist  for  the  Retreat  on  the  following 
day.  President  Sanders  asked  Lana  to  give  her  report  out  of  order  so  that  she  could  go  to  help  with  the  Retreat. 

Lana  reported  that  35  district  members  attended  the  2000  Annual  Meeting  in  Lake  Charles,  a record.  The  district  secretary 
and  others  in  her  car  were  in  an  accident  on  the  way  home  and  one  passenger  had  to  be  airlifted  to  a hospital.  All  recovered  vrith  no 
life  threatening  injuries  to  anyone. 

October  saw  seven  district  officers  plus  two  conference  officers  of  the  district  traveling  to  DELT  and  four  shepherding 
team  members  working  with  six  ladies  of  Faithful  UMC  to  organize  their  new  unit.  Since  then  they  have  elected  their  officers  and 
have  been  chartered 

The  twelfth  District  Annual  Meeting  was  held  on  November  4 at  Camphor  UMC  with  95  attending  Dr  Rena  Yocum 
inspired  the  group  to  live  up  to  being  God’s  true  vessels. 

The  district  faced  an  unusual  situation  when  the  Coordinator  for  Program  Resources  had  to  resign  before  starting  the  job 
which  led  to  some  innovative  thinking.  This  resulted  in  the  team  sharing  the  position  while  looking  into  the  possibility  of  having  a 
teen  or  university  woman  share  the  responsibility  with  a more  “seasoned”  woman. 

Lana  expressed  pride  in  the  nineteen  units  which  received  Five-Star  Giving  Certificates  and  twenty-three  units  which 
contributed  $1,471  54  to  the  Mission  Candle 

Guests  at  the  January  6 meeting  of  the  district  team  were  Doris  Brown  and  Kathleen  Conrad  who  had  attended  the  national 
gathering  of  teen  and  university  women  in  Chicago  in  December.  Two  district  delegates  to  the  conference  were  Breanna  Betts  (St 
Francisville,  high  school  age)  and  Jacquein  Lee  (Neely,  university  age).  The  district  provided  these  delegates  with  a $150 
supplement  for  their  expenses. 

The  spiritual  enrichment  activity  was  to  be  a trip  to  Sager  Brown  Center  for  a working  and  worship  retreat  on  April  21 
The  sale  of  more  than  1000  ribbons  for  UMW  Sunday  required  some  innovative  recycling  of  the  ribbons 
Plans  were  underway  to  meet  with  students  from  Louisiana  State  University  and  Southern  University  through  the  Wesley 
Foundations  to  tap  into  membership  pK)tential  on  the  two  campuses. 

Members  of  the  district  joined  in  support  for  the  family  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  McGowan,  a former  Conference  President,  at  the 
time  of  her  death  and  also  for  Mrs.  Doris  Alfred  in  her  husband’s  death.  Mrs.  Alfred  was  president  of  the  Camphor  UMW. 

OFFICER  REPORTS: 

PRESIDENT:  Elouise  Sanders  reported  that  Sue  Johnson,  Women’s  Division  representative,  had  been  quite  ill, 

Elouise  continued,  “The  twenty-first  century  has  finally  arrived  with  all  its  possibilities.  Life  seems  to  be  just  as  busy  as  it 
was  in  the  last  years  of  the  twentieth  century. 

“October  was  a month  filled  with  meetings.  Board  meeting  of  the  Children’s  Home  in  Ruston,  Ruston  District  Annual 
Meeting,  and  District  Elected  Leaders  Training.  Rita  served  as  chairman  of  DELT  and  Muriel  was  her  assistant.  Sue  Johnson  was 
our  special  guest  and  provided  us  with  information  about  Mission  Today.  Thanks  to  Rita  and  Muriel  for  a well  planjied  meeting.

Mark’s.  Seola  asked  that  the  members  keep  materials  coming  in 

COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES:  Chair  Norma  Winegeart  presented  a complete  copy  of  the  Standing  Rules  and 
Conference  Guidelines  wath  a summary  of  the  changes  suggested  on  pages  1 - 4.  This  booklet  was  filed  with  the  minutes. 

Angelique  White  moved  that  the  proposed  changes  be  accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Seola  Callahan  seconded. 
Motion  passed. 

NEWSLETTER  EDITOR:  Nancy  Carruth  reminded  the  group  that  she  would  be  retiring  at  the  end  of  the  year  after  22  years  of 
service  as  Editor  Also  she  announced  that  the  deadline  for  articles  to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Meeting  edition  of  the  Newsletter 
were  due  July  9. 

SOUTH  CENTRAL  JURISDICTION  CORE  PLANNING  GROUP:  Pat  Cobb,  representative,  reported  that  the  Core  Planning 
Group  met  in  July  with  only  two  absentees.  The  Women’s  Division  requested  that  the  theme  for  the  Quadrennial  Meetings  of  all 
Jurisdictions  be  coordinated  to  accommodate  officers  who  would  have  to  speak  at  several.  The  theme  for  the  2004  Quadrennial 
Meeting  was  to  be  “Vessels  of  Mission”,  that  being  part  of  the  theme  for  the  Louisiana  Annual  Meeting  for  2000.  At  the  March 
meeting  plans  should  be  finalized. 

The  other  part  of  the  work  of  the  Group  was  to  promote  Mission  Today.  Pat  said  that  her  work  was  a “piece  of  cake”  as 
President  Sanders  and  the  District  Presidents  were  already  doing  a very  good  job  of  this.  All  she  had  to  do  was  pat  them  on  the 
head  and  say  “Good  job.” 

VICE  PRESIDENT:  Kathleen  Conrad  presented  the  group  with  ideas  for  streamlining  in  order  to  shorten  report  time  creatively. 
She  offered  copies  of  forms  for  reporting  activities  and  for  making  motions 
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Additionally  Kathleen  reported  on  attending  the  National  Gathering  of  Teen  and  College/University  Women  with  the  theme 
“Young  Woman,  Rise  Up”  based  on  Mark  5;21  - 43,  the  story  of  the  bleeding  woman.  In  attendance  there  were  830  women  who 
participated  in  65  workshops  ranging  from  cross  country  skiing  to  parliamentary  procedure.  Plenaries  include  the  Marcy 
Newberry  Association  choir,  message  from  their  executive  director  Margaret  Williams  and  an  offering  of  material  supplies  for 
school  and  office,  a musical  extravaganza;  and  on  Sunday  motivation  for  the  women  to  meet  the  challenge  of  mission  as  they 
departed. 

DISTRICT  PRESIDENTS: 

Shreveport  District:  In  the  absence  of  President  Gladys  Prillerman  her  report  was  read  by  Norma  Winegeart. 

Gladys  reported  that  the  district  is  committed  to  an  increased  emphasis  on  the  PURPOSE  of  UMW  and  that  many  goals 
would  be  achieved  through  promoting  Mission  Today  Units  - telling  the  mission  story  through  annual  meetings.  Schools  of  Christian 
Mission,  and  other  events,  and  promoting  mission  education  and  involvement. 

The  2000  Annual  Meeting  featured  mission  stories  by  a US2,  a retired  deaconess,  and  a retired  missionary.  LELT  was 
held  twice  - at  Wesley  in  Mansfield  and  at  Summer  Grove  - and  was  attended  by  members  from  about  25  units.  Several  members 
attended  the  Church  Women  United  Annual  Meeting  and  participated  in  the  program. 

Gladys  had  installed  officers  for  Broadmoor  and  St.  James  units  and  spoke  on  UMW  Sunday  at  Many.  At  the  first  District 
Executive  Committee  meeting  at  Haughton  the  district’s  commitment  was  emphasized  by  plans  for  developing  Mission  Today  Units. 
Plans  were  nearly  complete  for  the  district  retreat  featuring  the  prayer  labyrinth  at  St.  Luke’s.  Sub-district  leaders  were  helping 
strengthen  bonds  between  local  units  and  the  district  team. 

Acadiana  District:  Juanita  Lagard  reported  that  reports  from  each  officer  and  an  inspirational  message  by  Rev.  Ann 
Sutton  of  Asbury  UMC  of  Lafayette  highlighted  the  Acadiana  Annual  Meeting.  Kathleen  Conrad  honored  retiring  officers  and 
installed  new  officers. 

At  the  January  20  executive  meeting  the  calendar  for  the  year  was  set  and  copies  distributed  to  each  unit  president.  Plans 
for  the  Day  Apart  were  in  progress. 

The  district  cherishes  the  dedication  of  Marguerite  Smith,  district  Coordinator  for  Membership  Nurture  and  Outreach,  who 
died  one  month  after  being  installed. 

Ruston  District:  President  Kitty  DeFreese  said  that  ten  officers  attended  DELT  and  that  the  eleventh  one  was  in  the 
hospital.  A district  planning  session  at  noon  set  district  goals  and  calendar. 

Annual  Meeting  on  October  28  at  Haynesville  saw  63  women  from  13  units  gathering  to  celebrate  Jean  Rockhold’s 
selection  as  Conference  Woman  in  Mission  and  to  hear  Arcadia’s  Renee  Evans  outstanding  message 

The  annual  report  shows  1 7 deaths,  1 unit  disbanded,  9 units  decreasing  in  membership,  and  7 units  increasing  membership 
for  a total  of  693  members. 

The  new  Communications  Coordinator  had  updated  the  newsletter  format  and  the  new  Treasurer  was  working  to  increase 
monetary  participation  Kitty  had  performed  all  required  duties  of  her  office  - presiding,  teaching  studies,  attending  meetings, 
coordinating,  consoling,  conversing  with,  and  encouraging  our  ladies.  The  district  was  working  hard  to  fulfil!  the  PURPOSE  not 
with  just  words  but  with  deeds. 

New  Orieans  District:  President  Jeanne  Green  spent  a great  deal  of  time  and  effort  in  working  with  several  units  to 
encourage  organizing  or  reactivating.  After  much  work  the  unit  at  Rayne  finally  had  to  be  declared  inactive,  a second  church  “opted 
not  to  have  a unit:,  and  a third  unit  was  reassigned  to  the  district  because  of  a change  in  pastors. 

The  District  Meeting  and  LELT  were  attended  by  120  women,  10  more  than  last  year.  Churches  in  the  district  received 
more  certificates  than  last  year.  The  District  Prayer  Breakfast  in  December  was  a spiritual  success  with  $700  being  collected  for 
Peoples  Community  Center 

The  first  district-wide  study  in  February,  “Children  of  Africa”,  offered  an  opportunity  for  study  for  groups  too  small  to 
have  their  own  study  and  an  opportunity  for  other  units  to  have  a second  study  Attending  were  79  women  representing  12 
churches.  Credit  was  given  the  unit  for  completing  a study  if  10%  of  the  members  attended.  The  success  of  this  study  led  to  setting 
the  date  for  the  next  year’s  study  and  possibly  having  an  in-depth  study  at  the  MiniSchool. 

Mission  Today  was  explained  at  the  Annual  Meeting  and  in  the  newsletter  with  each  officer  being  assigned  a unit  to  visit 
and  to  take  them  a report  form. 

UMW  Sunday  reports  were  coming  in.  Jeanne  had  spoken  at  Cornerstone  in  New  Orleans  and  returned  to  her  own  church 
in  time  to  install  the  new  officers. 

Chats  with  members  of  host  units  for  the  bi-monthly  officers  meeting  continued  to  give  encouragement  and  affirmation 
where  appropriate. 

North  Shore  District:  Tillie  Shows  reported  that  combining  the  EHstrict  Annual  Meeting  and  LELT  at  Ponchatoula  was  a 
very  strong,  positive  note  on  which  to  end  the  twentieth  century.  With  20  of  29  units  in  attendance  evaluations  showed  that  the 
combination  meeting  was  well-liked 
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A new  unit  was  chartered  at  Lee’s  Landing  on  January  6th  with  1 8 members  on  roll.  District  Officers  attending  the  charter 
service  and  installation  of  officers  were  Tillie  Shows,  Beverly  Cox,  Catherine  Hogue  and  Jmy  Lee  and  Conference  Officer  Shirley 
Jacocks. 

The  first  District  Executive  Team  Meeting  was  held  at  Tillie  Shows’  home  with  13  present.  Plans  were  laid  for  a district 
work  retreat  for  May  4 and  5 at  Sager  Brown  UMCOR  Depot.  Pat  Lee  was  Chair  and  Sarah  Willis,  District  Missioner,  will  lead  the 
worship  service. 

The  Conference  Goals  were  adopted  as  the  goals  for  North  Shore.  The  Shepherd  Program  was  to  be  used  as  a means  to 
contact  each  unit  to  promote  becoming  a MISSION  TODAY  unit.  Seven  units  had  already  been  visited  by  members  of  the  district 
team  with  dates  set  for  two  more. 

The  Resource  person  had  been  in  contact  with  Debbie  Peplow,  Director  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Southeastern 
University,  who  had  provided  resources  and  hopefully  would  be  instrumental  in  establishing  a possible  unit  at  the  University. 

April  1 1 had  been  set  as  the  date  for  chartering  a new  unit  at  Wesley  Chapel  in  Ponchatoula.

ATTENDANCE  AND  MINUTES  OF  PREVIOUS  MEETING:  A list  was  passed  to  be  signed  for  attendance.  The  minutes  of 
midyear,  on  a motion  by  Jeanne  Green  seconded  by  Tillie  Shows,  were  approved  as  circulated. 


PRESIDENT:  “It  seems  such  a short  time  ago  that  we  were  together  for  Mid-Year  meeting.  Words  cannot  adequately  express 
how  many  blessings  we  received  from  attending  Conference  Retreat.  Many  thanks  to  Annette,  Doris,  and  Lana  for  their  leadership. 
This  prayerful  journey  enriched  our  lives  and  blessed  our  spirits. 

“March,  April,  and  May  were  filled  with  attending  meetings,  and  teaching  Bible  studies.  In  April,  I also  attended  the 
Ruston  District  Retreat  at  Caney  Lake. 

“June  is  the  month  for  Annual  Conference.  I made  a UMW  report  at  the  Laity  Session  and  participated  in  the  Laity  hour 
celebration.

The  Louisiana  Conference  even  won  the  health  fair 

“It  is  now  July  and  we  are  gathered  here  at  the  Conference  Center  to  learn,  to  fellowship,  to  pray  and  to  grow  in  our  faith 
as  we  travel  on  our  spiritual  journey  through  life.” 

VICE  PRESIDENT:  Kathleen  Conrad  began  her  report  quoting  Philippians  4:4,  “rejoice  in  the  Lord  always,  again  1 say  rejoice.” 
With  her  report  she  turned  in  a record  of  activities  which  will  be  filed  with  the  minutes 

Kathleen  said  that  she  had  contacted  and  confirmed  the  speaker  for  the  2001  Annual  Meeting  (Cheryl  A.  Hemmerle, 
executive  secretary  for  young  women  for  Women’s  Division)  and  the  keynote  speaker  for  the  2002  Annual  Meeting  (Genie  Bank, 
Women’s  Division  President). 

West  Gulf  Regional  School  especially  blessed  her  in  the  officer  update  which  equipped  her  to  share  information  with  her 
district  counterparts  The  training  ranged  from  planning  a training  session  for  District  Elected  Leaders  Training  to  instruction  in 
how  to  incorporate  current  resources  in  program  planning.

Kathleen  shared  that  two  items  concerned  her  about  the  Louisiana  Conference.  One  was  the  low  attendance  of 
teen/coUege  age  women  in  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  other  functions.  She  asked  for  help  in  finding  young  women  to 
participate  in  UMW.  She  presorted  a grant  application  to  assist  in  this  task. 

The  second  concern  was  the  decision  made  last  year  to  discontinue  the  children’s  program.  Implementing  the  already 
effective  program  that  will  attract  children  to  UMW  would  fulfill  our  PURPOSE  which  calls  members  to  be  an  organized 
community  of  women  whose  purpose  is  to  know  God,  to  develop  a creative  supportive  fellowship  and  to  expand  concepts  of 
mission.  The  School  of  Christian  Mission  gives  children  an  identity  with  United  Methodist  Women  and  establishes  a relationship 
with  the  intent  of  increasing  membership  to  produce  powerful  leaders  in  seasoned  time.  She  requested  the  body  to  consider 
reinstating  the  children’s  program  for  the  year  2002. 

SECRETARY:  Carolyn  Colvin  said  she  had  copies  of  the  Conference  Journal  and  Annual  Report  available. 

TREASURER:  Jeanette  McCalman  reported  that  if  giving  for  the  rest  of  the  year  remained  as  good  as  it  has  been  for  the  first  two 
quarters,  the  conference  should  again  exceed  its  pledge  At  the  regional  school  Louisiana  Conference  received  a certificate  for 
exceeding  its  pledge  for  2000.  The  amount  in  the  bank  at  that  date  was  $51,1 13  24. 

COORDINATOR  FOR  SOCIAL  ACTION:  Ethel  Lilly  gave  an  update  on  the  20/20  Charter  Club. 

MEMBERSHIP  NURTURE  AND  OUTREACH:  Brenda  Canty  stated  that  the  importance  of  membership  to  the  organization 
was  vital  and  in  that  light  she  reported  the  establishment  of  several  new  units;  Lee’s  Landing  UMW  in  North  Shore  District, 
Metairie  UMC  in  New  Orleans,  St.  Paul’s  in  Alexandria,  and  Keithville  in  Shreveport. 

Brenda  told  the  District  Presidents  that  if  she  did  not  receive  notification  from  Women’s  Division  she  could  not  recognize  a 
new  unit.  The  procedure  must  be  followed.  Be  sure  that  proper  information  is  sent  to  Women’s  Division 

The  membership  profile  showed  a decrease  of  644  in  2000,  of  which  1 72  were  due  to  death,  and  only  249  units  out  of  265 
reported  which  was  an  increase  to  94%  reporting 

Districts  reporting  100%  were  Monroe,  North  Shore,  Shreveport  and  Ruston 

Some  churches  still  did  not  have  units  and  the  Discipline  says,  “There  SHALL  be”  a unit  in  every  church. 

Unit  visitations  were  still  going  on  and  every  unit  was  to  be  visited  by  the  end  of  the  year 

District  Woman  in  Mission  entries  for  2001  only  numbered  three,  Monroe,  Shreveport,  and  Lake  Charles  Brenda  asked 
the  other  districts  to  solicit  entries  from  the  units  and  to  get  the  results  to  her  by  August  15 
UMW  Sunday  reports  also  were  incomplete  with  three  districts  reporting 

EDITOR:  Nancy  Carruth  reported  that  the  Newsletter  was  at  the  printer  as  she  spoke  and  that  when  she  returned  from  her  latest 
trip  she  would  assemble  her  committee  “for  the  last  time”  and  they  should  have  the  Newsletter  in  the  mail  to  be  received  by  August 
15  She  warned  the  Treasurer  that  this  would  be  an  unusually  large  letter  because  of  the  need  to  print  all  of  the  changes  to  the 
Standing  Rules 

TASK  FORCE  ON  ANNUAL  MEETING:  Chair  Jane  Eubanks  reported  that  the  theme  chosen  for  the  2001  Annual  Meeting 
was  “1  am  the  Vine,  You  are  the  branches”,  based  on  John  15:1  - 11  The  meeting  was  scheduled  to  be  held  at  St.  Timothy  on  the 
North  Shore  in  Mandeville  on  September  14  and  1 5.  The  design  for  the  program  cover  and  mission  ribbons  was  done  by  Lauri 
Barber  from  Springfield  and  consisted  of  green  background  with  gold  printing  cross  and  vine  The  theme  hymn  would  be  “Lord, 
Speak  to  Me”  Cheryl  Hemmerle  from  Women’s  Division  was  to  be  the  speaker  with  Bishop  William  Hutchinson  bringing  the 
meditation  at  the  Friday  night  banquet.  Mrs.  Hutchinson  (Kay)  was  to  sing  a solo.  Annette  Fortuna  and  Jackie  Pennington  were 
asked  to  be  the  song  leader  and  pianist.  Local  Arrangements  were  being  handled  by  Pat  Smith  and  Sue  Doolittle  of  St.  Timothy. 
Members  were  being  asked  to  bring  items  to  fill  health  kits  for  the  Church  Women  United  prison  ministry 

Elouise  Sanders  announced  that  she  had  talked  with  Rev  Greg  Dike,  director  of  St  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New 
Orleans,  and  that  a portion  of  the  St  Mark’s  Jazz  Band  would  be  performing  at  the  Annual  Meeting  on  Friday  afternoon

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TASK  FORCE  ON  DISTRICT  ELECTED  LEADERS  TRAINING  fPELT):  Chair  Muriel  Miller  presented  each  district 
president  a packet  for  the  October  1 3 training  session  entitled  “I  am  the  vine,  WE  are  the  branches  - bearing  fi\ut.”  There  will  be 
name  tags  for  officers  at  registration  in  the  main  building  of  the  Conference  Center  and  the  opening  meeting  will  be  in  the  chapel. 
Training  will  be  from  10  a m.  till  12  noon,  followed  by  lunch  at  noon  and  a plenary  session  in  the  chapel  at  12:45  featuring  a former 
Women’s  Division  director.  Muriel  expressed  her  appreciation  to  Evelyn  Evans  for  her  assistance  in  planning  this  meeting. 

COMMITTEE  ON  STANDING  RULES:  Norma  Winegeart,  Chair,  announced  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  approved 
at  the  mid-year  meeting  in  February  and  that  the  Editor  of  the  Conference  Newsletter,  Nancy  Carruth,  had  been  asked  to  include  the 
revised  Standing  Rules  in  the  upcoming  edition  of  the  Newsletter  so  that  each  local  unit  will  have  a copy  to  keep  for  future  use. 
Members  were  urged  to  file  their  copies  for  use. 

Sets  of  the  Conference  Guidelines  and  event  guidelines  were  made  as  needed  for  the  chairs  and  assistant  chairs  of  DELT 
2001,  School  of  Christian  Mission  2002,  Retreat  2003  and  information  for  each  District  President.  Copies  given  to  current  officers 
were  to  be  passed  along  to  the  incoming  president. 

Norma  stated  that  last  year  the  committee  voted  to  add  to  the  Standing  Rules  under  “Special  Mission  Recognitions,  Gifts 
and  Memorials”  the  following:  “Retired  missionaries  and  deaconesses  residing  within  the  Conference  may  attend  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  at  Conference  expense,  which  includes  housing  (room  and  board)  and  travel  according 
to  the  expense  guidelines.”

APPOINTMENT  TO  REVIEW  THE  MINUTES:  Jane  Eubanks  and  Sandy  Darby  were  appointed  to 
review  the  minutes. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  MINUTES  OF  PREVIOUS  MEETING:  A list  was  passed  to  be  signed  for 
attendance.  The  minutes  of  the  July  meeting,  on  a motion  by  Jearme  Green,  were  approved  as  circulated. 

REPORTS 
District  Presidents 

Acadiana:  Juanita  Lagard  reported  that  the  April  21  day  apart  was  led  by  Rev.  Carolyn  Ross  who 
encouraged  each  person  to  decide  whether  she  was  a cracked  or  whole  vessel  and  included  small  group 
shanng  and  reporting.  Rev.  Ross  ended  the  day  with  communion. 

The  MiniSchool  with  39  attending  brought  good  and  very  good  evaluations  for  leaders  Kathleen 
Conrad  and  Rev.  Idella  Stevenson.  Three  units  received  certificates  for  mission  studies;  twenty  reported 
having  UMW  Sunday;  four  women  were  nominated  for  Woman  in  Mission;  and  of  the  ten  attending  the 
Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  one  was  a scholarship  recipient. 
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June:  executive  committee  meeting;  went  to  Committee  on  Nominations  meeting  for  selecting 
nominees  for  2002  officers;  taught  Children  of  Africa  at  Mer  Rouge. 

July;  attended  a meeting  in  Bastrop;  good  representation  at  SOCM. 

August:  presented  “Jesus  and  Courageous  Women  of  the  Bible”  at  minischool. 

September:  district  mission  trip  to  Sager  Brown  and  UMCOR  led  by  Sandy  DeCelle;  worked  until 
noon  today  at  UMCOR  before  coming  down  to  this  meeting. 

New  Orleans:  President  Jeanne  Green  noted  that  the  district  is  unique  because  no  other  district  has 
to  compete  with  so  many  festivals.  Efforts  to  improve  all  areas  have  resulted  in  19  five  star  units 
representing  50%  of  those  in  the  district;  fifteen  units  received  certificates  for  Excellence  in  Studies  and  18 
are  Mission  Today  units. 

A large  number  participated  in  the  Conference  School  of  Mission  and  80  attended  the  Mini  School  at 
Bethany  in  New  Orleans.  Studies  were  led  by  Rev.  Inez  Williams,  Mrs.  Cindy  Willliams  who  presented 
Vietnamese  food,  and  Rev.  Rodney  Wooten.  Music  was  provided  by  Juanita  Ivie  and  Betty  Rollins,  both  of 
whom  have  been  Conference  SOCM  musicians. 

Gennith  Johnson,  a college  student,  was  named  to  the  2001  - 2003  Consultative  Group  for  the 
Jurisdiction. 

As  a result  of  getting  recognized  as  a non-profit  organization  the  district  now  sends  out  nearly  500 
newsletters.  The  2002  Calendar  is  complete  and  includes  a District  - wide  Study  with  Rena  Yocum  as  leader 
and  an  overnight  Retreat  at  Ave  Maria  Center. 

North  Shore:  Tillie  Shows  reported  that  on  January  6 a new  unit  was  chartered  at  Lee’s  Landing 
with  fourteen  new  members,  one  of  whom  will  be  a district  officer.  Tillie  has  made  a personal  commitment 
of  trying  to  meet  with  all  units  during  the  next  two  years.  District  officers  will  contact  the  units  they 
shepherd  at  least  once  a quarter,  creating  a dialog  with  each  local  president  and  will  present  reports  on  these 
units  twice  a year.  Eleven  units  were  visited  last  year,  and  twenty  this  year. 

Proposed  is  that  the  Gail  Epperson  scholarship  for  the  Conference  SOCM  be  made  available  for 
Conference  retreats  which  occur  in  odd  numbered  years,  in  addition  to  the  SOCM. 

On  May  4 and  5,31  attended  the  district  retreat  at  Sager  Brown  for  which  items  for  health  kits  were 
collected.  A highlight  of  this  working  retreat  was  voting  for  artwork  submitted  by  district  members  for  use 
on  the  cover  of  the  Annual  Meeting  Programs. 

Twenty  two  women  representing  eleven  units  attended  the  Conference  SOCM.  Eight  children  and 
twelve  youth  attended  the  mini  school  which  was  very  well  attended  by  members.  The  inclusion  of  these 
young  people  who  are  vital  to  the  growth  of  UMW  added  to  attendance  and  overall  success.  Concern  was 
the  amount  of  time  required  to  prepare  for  these  studies. 

Southeastern  University  in  Hammond  is  the  focus  of  the  district  in  attempting  to  form  a unit  at  the 
University.  The  Hammond  unit  was  contacted  and  agreed  to  sponsor  them.  Debbi  Peplow,  Director  of  the 
Wesley  Foundation,  had  already  begun  to  recruit  members.  The  new  unit  will  meet  quarterly  and  had  begun 
planning  mission  projects.  A late  Septenber  coffee  weis  planned  for  the  kick  off 

Prospective  reorganizations  of  the  women  at  Covington  and  Live  Oak,  Watson  were  being  discussed 
and  Lottie  Palazzo  who  recently  moved  to  the  Church  of  the  Servant  was  working  to  try  to  form  a new  unit. 

The  district  had  twelve  gold  Mission  Today  units  and  four  silver  units.  Eleven  units  received 
Excellence  of  Studies  awards  and  four  received  Recognition.  Twenty  two  units  participated  in  UMW 
Sunday  and  fifteen  in  the  Reading  Program  with  140  readers  of  1357  books. 

Ruston:  President  Kitty  DeFreese  tried  to  create  a spirit  of  encouragement  in  the  district,  celebrating 
successes  in  membership  gain,  mission  work,  monetary  support  of  advocacy  for  concerns  of  women  and 
children. 

In  March  Kitty  attended  the  Spring  Meeting  at  Chatham  with  Jan  Rose  as  speaker  for  61  women.  In 
April  55  attended  the  District  Spiritual  Retreat  led  by  Heather  Putnam  of  Haynesville  UMW  and  her 
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Alexandria:  Janet  Ward  reported  the  district  had  been  on  a spiritual  journey  since  last  year’s  Annual 
Meeting  with  the  theme  “Let  God’s  li^t  shine  through  earthen  vessels”,  especially  in  the  UMW  Sunday 
celebrations  in  14  units.

St.  Timothy  on  the  North  Shore  United  Methodist  Church 
Mandeville,  Louisiana 

(This  Annual  Meeting  convened  on  the  Friday  following  the  September  11,  2001 
destruction  of  the  twin  towers  of  the  World  Trade  Center  in  New  York  City  and  a 
portion  of  the  Pentagon  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  crash  of  a jetliner  in 
Pennsylvania  by  terrorists.  The  members  gathered  in  a spirit  of  great  grief  as  family 
gathers  to  comfort  one  another,  to  pray  for  our  nation  and  its  leaders,  the  victims  and 
their  friends  and  families,  the  fire  fighters,  police  and  medical  workers  involved  in  this 
great  tragedy.) 


Following  the  Prelude  “Peace  and  Hope”  by  Handel  played  by  Carolyn  Conner,  organist  of  St. 
Timothy,  the  Conference  officers  and  Meeting  Personnel  processed  into  the  sanctuary  carrying 
ivy  representative  of  the  theme  “I  am  the  Vine,  you  are  the  branches.”  After  a prayer  for  our 
nation  by  the  host  pastor,  Rev.  James  W.  Mitchell,  Catherine  Hogue,  North  Shore  District 
Coordinator  for  Spiritual  Growth  shared  these  thoughts  before  the  Invocation:  Is  it  not 
wonderful  that  Jesus  wants  us  near  him  all  the  time?  But  the  catch  is  that  we  have  been  given 
free  will  and  thus  choices.  We  can  choose  not  to  be  near  Jesus.  When  branches  get  away 
from  the  vine,  they  get  dirty  from  trailing  on  the  ground.  Then  instead  of  throwing  them  away 
the  gardener  lifts  them  and  cleans  them  just  as  God  does  us  when  we  stray. 

President  Elouise  Sanders  convened  the  meeting.  Kathleen  Thompson,  North  Shore  District 
Communication  Coordinator,  led  the  members  in  affirming  the  PURPOSE. 

Song  leader  Annette  Fortuna  led  the  group  in  the  theme  hymn,  “Lord,  Speak  to  Me.” 

Welcomes  were  extended  to  the  group  by  Rev.  James  W.  Mitchell,  Senior  Pastor  of  St. 
Timothy,  Dr.  Grayson  Watson  North  Shore  District  Superintendent,  Tillie  Shows  District 
President,  Pat  Smith  President  of  the  St.  Timothy  unit  and  Chair  of  Local  Arrangements,  and 
Sue  Doolittle  Assistant  Chair  of  Local  Arrangements  and  Housing. 
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Cheryl  Hemmerle  sent  word  from  Women’s  Division  that  the  building  and  personnel  of 
Women’s  Division  were  safe  but  requested  that  calls  regarding  this  be  directed  to  UMCOR  at 
SagerBrown.  She  supplied  a number  for  an  Advance  Special.  President  Sanders  recognized 
visitors;  past  presidents  Amy  Ward,  Janelle  McCammon,  Norma  Winegeart  and  Pat  Cobb; 
Conference  Mission  Secretary  Rev.  Ron  Milliron;  and  retired  missionary  Juanita  Ivey. 

The  Program  was  presented  by  Chair  of  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Force  Jane  Eubanks  and 
Assistant  Chair  Ella  Mae  Doyle.  These  leaders  explained  the  history  and  significance  of  the 
theme,  the  formation  of  the  Task  Force  and  the  children’s  song  of  the  same  title.  For  the  first 
time  this  year  a Power  Point  presentation  was  used.  Words  to  all  of  the  songs  used  in  the 
meeting  were  on  the  screen.  Jane  had  learned  a song  from  her  grandchildren,  “I  Am  the  Vine, 
You  Are  the  Branches”,  which  she  asked  Annette  Fortuna  to  teach  the  group. 

The  Mission  Candle  was  lit  by  Jerry  Lee  District  Treasurer  and  Ruth  Butler  District 
Membership  and  Outreach  Coordinator.  Total  contributions  for  this  year  totaled  $10,986.48 
and  the  candle  was  burned  4 hours,  54  minutes. 

The  congregation  sang  “I  Need  Thee  Every  Hour”  followed  by  the  opening  meditation  by  Rev. 
Carol  Richardson,  pastor  of  Lee’s  Landing  UMC.  She  said  it  was  so  good  to  see  all  these 
women.  Also  there  were  gentlemen  helping  outside.  They  could  be  overlooked  like  other 
details;  so  she  expressed  thanks  to  the  men.  It  takes  all  of  us  to  bring  it  together.  Sometimes 
we  do  not  realize  this  until  you  are  the  one  responsible. 

Rev.  Richardson’s  subject  was  the  theme,  “The  Vine  and  the  Branches”.  Picture  Jesus 
walking  along  the  road  in  a grape  vineyard.  He  reaches  out  and  touches  a branch.  Feel  all 
the  textures  and  smell  the  grapes.  Then  he  teaches.  The  vine  is  strong  and  tough.  It  can’t  be 
removed  without  damage.  Without  the  trunk  the  branches  are  useless,  producing  no  finit. 
Some  branches  bear  fruit  and  others  do  not.  Dried  up  dead  branches  do  not  produce  fhiit  and 
must  be  pruned.  Healthy  branches  are  connected  to  the  vine  and  produce  healthy  fmit  - some 
large  crops  and  some  small.  Jesus  said,  “If  a man  remains  in  me  and  I in  him,  he  will  produce 
much  fhiit.”  This  is  possible  only  if  we  remain  connected  with  him  as  the  branches  are 
conneceted  to  the  vine.  The  fruits  of  the  spirit  result.  This  is  the  supernatural  result  that  only 
believers  can  produce.  So  we  as  the  branches  share  Jesus’  life  and  must  be  pruned  even  if  we 
produce  fhiit  in  order  to  produce  more  fhiit.  God  always  knows  what  is  best  for  us.  He 
convicts  us  for  feelings,  thoughts  and  behavior  and  we  feel  guilty.  He  warns  us  to  flee  from 
temptation  and  shows  us  what  to  do  to  become  more  holy.  He  also  does  this  by  discipline, 
done  out  of  love.  Then  by  our  love  and  our  conduct  we  can  bring  glory  and  honor  to  Jesus 
Christ. 

Annette  Fortuna  led  the  group  in  UMW  Sings  accompanied  by  Jackie  Pennington.  Songs 
included  “Guide  My  Feet”,  “My  Life  Is  in  You,  Lord”,  and  “O,  How  He  Loves  You  and 
Me.”  In  keeping  with  the  sense  of  loss  of  this  week  Annette  led  the  group  in  “God  Bless 
America.” 
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President  Elouise  Sanders  appointed  Beverly  Cox  and  Jane  Eubanks  to  examine  the 
Journal  of  the  meeting. 

Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines  Norma  Winegeart  read  the 
changes  to  these  rules  as  printed  on  pages  12  and  13  of  the  Program  Book,  these  having  been 
previously  printed  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Conference  Newsletter.  Norma  moved  the 
acceptance  of  these  changes  and  Maxie  Garrett  seconded  the  motion.  Motion  passed.

BUSINESS  SESSION 


MISSION  TEAM  REPORTS: 

Kathleen  Conrad,  Vice  President,  presented  the  proposed  Conference  Goals 
printed  on  page  11  of  the  Program  Book  and  moved  the  acceptance  of  them.  The 
motion  was  seconded.  Motion  passed. 

An  update  on  Assembly  was  given  in  the  form  of  a skit  by  Secretary  Carolyn  Colvin 
and  Membership  Nurture  and  Outreach  Coordinator  Brenda  Canty.  While  the  information 
given  may  have  been  a bit  screwy,  it  was  eventually  made  clear. 

Treasurer  Jeanette  McCalman  explained  the  Budget  for  2002  as  printed  on  page 
14  of  the  Program  Book  and  moved  its  acceptance.  Motion  passed. 

Jeanette  then  presented  the  awards  to  the  5 Star  Units,  saying  that  the  districts  which 
had  50%  or  more  of  their  units  receiving  awards  would  be  designated  5 Star  Districts.  Those 
receiving  the  awards  were;  Acadiana  - 15  out  of  24  total  units,  Alexandria  - 1 1 of  18,  Baton 
Rouge,  Lake  Charles  - 23  of  34,  Monroe,  New  Orleans,  North  Shore,  Ruston,  Shreveport. 

Ethel  Lilly,  Social  Action  Co-ordinator,  challenged  each  member  to  sign  the  Action 
Alerts  when  they  are  received.  She  also  recognized  the  districts  receiving  20/20  Club  Awards. 

Frances  Patton  asked  who  could  describe  a Mission  Today  unit.  She  then  presented 
Acadiana  - 27%,  Alexandria  - 20%,  Baton  Rouge  - 64%,  Lake  Charles  - 56%,  Monroe  - 30%, 
New  Orleans  - 43%,  North  Shore  - 39%,  Ruston  - 29%,  Shreveport  - 27%  for  an  overall 
average  for  the  Conference  of  41%  or  108  units. 

Brenda  Canty  reported  the  Conference  was  9323  members  strong.  The  numbers  would 
be  higher  if  we  had  100%  reporting,  but  there  was  an  improvement  from  91%  last  year  to 
94%  this  year.  Six  members  from  the  Lee’s  Landing  UMC  new  unit  were  present  at  this 
meeting.  Other  new  units  were  Metairie  of  New  Orleans  District,  St.  Paul’s  of  Alexandria 
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District,  Keithville  of  Shreveport  District,  and  Faithfiil  of  Baton  Rouge  District  which  was 
reorganized. 

Brenda  announced  the  winner  of  the  Woman  in  Mission  for  2002  who  was  Jean  Elliott 
of  Monroe  District. 

Program  Resources  Secretary  Shirley  Jacocks  reported  that  the  good  news  was  that  we 
had  more  units  participating;  the  bad  news  is  there  were  fewer  readers;  and  the  good  news 
was  that  more  books  were  read.  North  Shore  read  nearly  more  than  all  the  other  districts 
together  - 140  readers,  1057  books;  Fitzgerald  was  the  unit  with  the  most  readers  - 26,  and 
most  books  - 447  books.  Others  were  (churches/readers/books)

Shirley  commented  that  the  smaller  units  seemed  to  participate  more  than  the  large  ones. 

President  Sanders  introduced  a video  from  Women’s  Division  about  Assembly  which 
had  been  provided  by  Angelique  White,  Communications  Coordinator,  who  could  not  be 
present. 

Chair  Rita  Parham  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  introduced  the  committee;  2001 
Fannie  Reddix  , Alice  Irving;  2002  Jean  Cadenhead,  Dot  Moss,  Jean  Williams;  2003  Nell 
Hayes,  Helen  Green;  2004  Stephanae  Carey,  Rita  Parham  Chair.  Nominated  for  a 2 year  term 
(2002  - 2003)  President  - Lueburda  Myers,  Secretary  - Frances  Patton,  Mission  Coordinator 
for  Education  and  Interpretation  - Carol}^  Colvin,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources, 
Comnmunications  Coordinator  - Brenda  Canty,  Members  of  Committee  on  Nominations  - 
2001  - 2002  Betty  Carlin,  Class  of  2005  - Donna  Law  and  Cheryl  Milbum.  President 
Sanders  asked  for  nominations  from  the  floor  for  each  of  the  offices.  None  were 
named.  Therefore  the  President  declared  the  slate  to  be  elected  by  general  consent.  The 
new  officers  were  introduced. 

President  Elouise  Sanders’  report  was  her  farewell:  “Serving  as  Conference  President 
of  United  Methodist  was  not  a part  of  my  retirement  plan;  but  sometimes  God  has  a way  of 
altering  our  plans.  The  last  four  years  have  been  challenging,  enlightening,  and  rewarding. 

My  knowledge  of  United  Methodist  Women  has  expanded  greatly  and  it  has  been  exciting  to 
meet  and  work  with  some  of  the  members  of  Women’s  Division. 

“My  greatest  joy  has  come  from  working  with  all  the  dedicated  UMW  members  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  I deeply  appreciate  the  cooperation  and  dedication  of  all  the  members 
of  the  executive  committees  I have  served  with  during  the  past  four  years.  Visiting  local  units 
have  been  exciting  and  I have  been  amazed  at  the  wonderful  programs  and  projects  conducted 
in  local  units.  The  local  unit  is  the  heart  and  soul  of  our  organization  and  I commend  you  for 
vour  efforts  to  be  in  mission. 
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“I  am  grateful  for  the  love  and  support  of  my  family,  my  local  unit  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Arcadia,  from  the  ladies  in  the  Ruston  District,  and  from  every  one  of 
you.

Thanks  Maxie  and  I look  forward  to  going  on  many  more  trips  in  the  future. 

“I  will  be  forever  grateful  for  the  opportunity  of  serving  as  your  UMW  Conference 
President.  Please  continue  to  support  your  new  conference  officers.” 

North  Shore  District  Officers  Sarah  Willis  and  Ida  Griffin  led  the  members  in 
Psalm  80  with  choral  response  as  found  on  page  801  of  the  hymnal. 

Sandra  Darby,  who  moved  to  Mandeville  from  Arkansas  this  summer,  and  Pat  Cobb, 
members  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group,  brought  greetings  from  the  Jurisdiction. 
Duties  of  these  members  include  bringing  programs  from  Women’s  Division  to  the 
Conferences  and  planning  the  Quadrennial  Jurisdiction  Meeting  which  will  be  held  next  in 
2004  in  San  Antonio. 

Joyce  Reed,  Vice  President  of  Louisiana  Church  Women  United,  reminded  UMW 
members  that  they  are  also  members  of  CWU.  She  thanked  Beverly  Cox  for  directing  the 
committee  which  provided  the  health  kits  for  St.  Gabriel  Prison  which  members  attending  this 
meeting  would  fill  and  place  in  receptacles  around  the  church.  This  was  the  first  year  this 
plan  has  been  used  and  it  met  with  great  enthusiasm  from  the  members. 

PROJECTS  REPORTS: 

Fay  Toups,  director  of  Dulac  Cooperative  Ministry,  expressed  her  gratitude  for  all  that 
the  UMW  does  for  the  group  and  has  done  for  many  years.  She  told  of  great  needs  of  the 
people  whose  pride  will  not  let  them  ask  or  admit  the  need  for  help.  She  talked  about  the 
Bayou  Eagle  Dancers  which  has  done  much  to  promote  pride  in  the  heritage  of  these  people 
who  are  not  recognized  by  the  Federal  Government.  The  preschool,  the  health  care  center 
(these  people  have  to  be  told  to  go  to  the  doctor  when  they  are  ill),  the  Salvation  Army,  the 
AA,  and  self-esteem  classes  are  some  of  the  units  which  provide  services  for  the  Indians. 
Computers  and  software  were  being  purchased  to  help  women  develop  skills  so  that  they  can 
compete  for  jobs. 
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Gerald  Bridges  of  MacDonell  Children’s  Services  reported  that  the  need  for  funds 
continued.  Plans  were  being  made  for  a new  building  to  be  used  as  a girls’  hall.  Also 
Memorial  Bricks  were  still  being  promoted.  On  a personal  note  he  said  that  there  was 
nowhere  in  the  current  circumstances  he  would  rather  be  than  with  this  group  of  UMW. 

Gerald  also  asked  that  the  group  continue  to  bring  the  greeting  cards  which  the  children 
rework  and  recycle. 

Rev.  Gregor  Dike  of  St.  Mark’s  Community  Center  in  New  Orleans  expressed  gratitude 
for  the  privilege  of  working  for  the  UMW  at  this  site.  He  said  that  the  building  was  being 
renovated  and  that  a recording  company  in  California  had  donated  enough  money  to  build  a 
recording  studio.  This  is  about  helping  children  in  the  area  who  have  “lost  it”  and  need  a hand 
to  try  to  get  started  again.  Teen  pregnancy  is  one  of  the  major  problems  being  addressed.  The 
Street  Academy  had  just  opened  for  the  year  with  an  eleventh  grade  and  200  students.  Most 
students  coming  to  the  Academy  have  skills  of  only  a third  grade  level,  but  there  is  an  80% 
rate  of  graduation.  Rev.  Dike  asked  for  continued  prayers  and  support.  This  particular  week 
has  been  brought  to  our  homes  through  the  media.  Nearly  half  that  number  of  children  die 
every  day.  The  world  is  frail,  fragile.  Compare  this  with  the  eruption  of  Mt.  St.  Helen  several 
years  ago  when  people  said  that  this  was  the  end  of  that  area  as  productive  soil.  But  soon  little 
plants  began  to  grow  up  through  the  ash  and  now  it  is  productive.  God  is  so  good  and 
powerful,  and  He  will  bring  healing.  Rev.  Dike  ended  by  asking  the  group  to  sing  “What  a 
Wonderful  World”. 

Beverly  Cox  and  Carol  Landry  conducted  the  Service  for  Retiring  Officers  saying  that 
they  were  branches  which  had  produced  beautifully  but  time  had  come  for  pruning.  The 
retiring  officers  were  called  to  the  front.  Beverly  said  that  the  members  had  grown  because  of 
their  fruits.  Those  retiring  were  President  Elouise  Sanders,  Seola  Callahan  Historian,  Fannie 
Reddix  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  and  Norma  Winegeart  Chair  of  Standing 
Rules  and  Bylaws. 

President  Sanders  called  Nancy  Carruth  to  the  podium  and  presented  a ruby  pin  to  her 
for  her  22  years  service  as  Editor. 

Maxie  Garrett  presented  to  Elouise  the  Ruston  District  quilt  made  by  members  of  the 
district  during  her  first  year  as  Conference  President. 


President  Sanders  adjourned  the  meeting  at  4:20  until  6:30  p.m. 
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FRroAY  EVENING  BANQUET  AND  PROGRAM 
Family  Life  Center,  St  Timothy  on  the  North  Shore  United  Methodist  Church 

Gathering  music  was  by  pianist  Tasha  Whitton,  followed  by  a Welcome  by  Ella  Mae 
Doyle,  Assistant  Chair  of  the  Annual  Meeting  Task  Force.  Originally  the  program  included  at 
this  point  a devotional  by  Bishop  William  Hutchinson,  but,  because  Cheryl  Hemmerle  of 
Women’s  Division  was  unable  to  get  a flight  here,  this  was  postponed  until  after  dinner  and 
the  Bishop  was  asked  to  “stretch”  his  talk  and  to  be  our  guest  speaker.  Mrs.  Hutchinson  did 
sing  special  music  “The  Way  of  the  Lord”;  then  after  Jane  Eubanks,  Chair  of  the  Task  Force, 
led  in  Words  of  Grace,  dinner  was  served. 

After  a musical  presentation  by  Jeff  Riso  and  Donna  Cashen,  accompanied  by  Carolyn 
Connor,  Ella  Mae  Doyle  introduced  Bishop  Hutchinson  who  said  he  hoped  his  talk  did  not 
sound  like  five  minutes  of  thought  spread  over  thirty  minutes  of  talk. 

Bishop  Hutchinson  asked  the  group  if  they  could  remember  where  they  were  on 
December  7,  1941;  or  on  the  day  that  President  Kennedy  was  assassinated;  or  when  Robert 
Kennedy  was  killed;  or  when  the  Murrah  Building  in  Oklahoma  City  was  bombed.  In  this 
same  category  would  be  the  events  of  September  1 1,  2001.  He  recalled  to  the  group  the  signs 
that  the  United  Methodist  Church  was  beginning  to  put  up  everywhere  as  part  of  the  new 
campaign  promoting  the  Church,  which  said,  “For  all  the  days  that  end  in  ‘WHY?’”  All  of  the 
days  named  previously  were  days  that  ended  in  “WHY?” 

In  line  with  the  theme  “I  am  the  vine,  you  are  the  branches”  , the  Bishop  read  the  theme 
Scripture  plus  verse  1 2,  “This  is  my  commandment,  that  you  shall  love  one  another  as  I have 
loved  you.”  The  branch  depends  on  the  vine  for  its  strength  and  sustenance,  but  the  branch  - 
not  the  vine  - bears  the  fhiit.  He  recalled  Gracie  Allen  who  was  married  to  George  Bums  ( a 
comedy  team  of  radio,  movies,  and  TV  in  the  1930’s  until  her  death  in  the  1960’s).  Gracie 
who  was  a very  intelligent  woman  delighted  her  audiences  by  playing  the  role  of  a “ditsy” 
hairbrain.  He  told  the  story  that  Gracie  became  very  unhappy  with  her  new  electric  clock 
because  it  kept  losing  time.  A repairman  immediately  discovered  the  problem  and  plugged  it 
in  and  it  ran  perfectly.  He  told  her  it  would  not  mn  unless  it  was  plugged  in.  She  replied, 
“Yes,  but  I wanted  to  save  on  electricity;  so  I only  plug  it  in  when  I want  to  know  what  time  it 
is.”  Bishop  Hutchinson  said  in  order  for  us  to  produce  fhiit  we  must  stay  attached  to  the  vine. 
And  even  that  was  painful  because  the  vine  that  produces  fhiit  will  still  be  pruned  in  order  to 
produce  more. 

A lot  of  painful  things  happen  to  us  whether  we  produce  fhiit  or  not,  but  we  survive 
and  heal  and  become  stronger  and  more  fhiitfiil  because  of  them.  The  church  undergoes  this 
same  sort  of  thing.  Painful  things  happen  to  churches  also  and  it  grows  stronger  and  more 
productive  as  a result  of  these  events. 
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The  Bishop  told  of  a man  who  was  in  a deep  depression  and  felt  unable  to  deal  with 
life.  He  came  home  one  evening  and  after  dinner  was  reading  the  paper  when  his  little  girl 
came  in  and  began  hugging  him.  He  said,  “Just  a minute,  honey,  you  are  hugging  me  to 
death.”  She  replied,  “Oh  no,  Daddy,  I am  hugging  you  to  life.”  God  does  not  cause  any  of 
these  tragedies  in  our  lives  or  in  our  churches,  but  God  can  use  them  to  bring  us  hope  in  the 
place  of  fear  and  we  can  begin  to  feel  whole  again.  As  long  as  we  branches  are  connected  to 
God  the  vine,  we  remain  productive  and  whole. 

This  section  of  Scripture  has  a very  powerful  teaching  about  prayer.  Prayer  is  the 
spiritual  dialogue  between  our  souls  and  God.  True  prayer  is  one  of  the  most  evident  signs  of 
our  abiding  in  God.  This  requires  that  we  be  in  a listening  stage  rather  than  a talking  stage. 
John’s  gospel  states,  “If  you  abide  in  me  and  I in  you,  then  ask  and  whatever  you  ask  will  be 
given  unto  you.”  Frequently  the  last  part  of  this  sentence  is  quoted  without  the  first  part.  But 
the  first  part  states  the  condition  necessary  for  the  gift  to  be  given.  Often  we  approach  prayer 
as  one  who  has  a list  of  wants  for  God  to  fill,  as  if  what  we  are  supposed  to  do  is  list  our 
requests  earnestly  enough  that  God  hears.  The  opposite  is  the  true  form  of  prayer  - we  pray 
earnestly  enough  to  hear  what  God  wants  us  to  hear.  This  takes  out  of  the  presumptuous 
attitude  of  thinking  we  must  tell  God  something  that  God  does  not  already  know  about  so  that 
God  can  do  something  about  it  and  into  the  attitude  of  intercession. 

Would  you  invite  Osama  bin  Laden  or  the  other  terrorists  home  for  dinner?  Would  you 
invite  your  unpleasant  neighbor  or  co-worker?  Why  am  I asking  such  ridiculous  questions? 
Because  Jesus  asked  equally  ridiculous  questions  and  demanded  ridiculous  behavior  of  us. 
“This  is  my  commandment,  that  you  should  love  one  another  as  1 have  loved  you.”  There  are 
a lot  of  things  that  Jesus  said  that  we  all  wish  he  had  not  said. 

Using  the  word  Tove’  Bishop  Hutchinson  gave  these  points: 

L = Listen.  Listen  with  the  ears  of  Jesus.  People  are  desperate  for  someone  to 
listen  to  them  with  the  ears  of  love. 

O = Observe.  We  must  observe  the  pain  of  the  world  as  God  does. 

V = Voice.  We  must  voice  our  love  with  Christlike  words. 

E = Extend.  Extend  yourself  to  others  in  the  Spirit  of  Jesus. 

What  do  you  need  to  do  in  your  life  to  fulfill  this  demand? 

After  announcements  by  Pat  Smith,  Rev.  Brady  Whitton,  Associate  Pastor  of  St. 
Timothy,  pronounced  the  Benediction.

Annette  Fortuna  led  the  members  in  UMW  Sings  which  included  these  songs; 
“Hallelujah”,  “I  Am  the  Vine,  You  Are  the  Branches”,  “He  Has  Made  Me  Glad,”  “Father,  We 
Love  You.” 

The  Prelude  “Beautiful  Savior”  was  played  by  organist  Carolyn  Conner. 

The  Rev.  Darlene  Moore- James  brought  the  meditation  for  Morning  Worship  beginning 
by  saying  that  the  word  “worship”  means  “temple  keeper”.  She  asked  the  members  to  turn  to 
their  neighbors  and  hug  them  and  tell  them  “You  are  a temple  keeper.” 

After  a prayer  and  reading  John  15:5  Darlene  sang  “Without  God  We  Can  Do 
Nothing.”  We  can  do  nothing  unless  we  are  connected  to  the  vine.  Insanity  is  doing  the  same 
thing  and  expecting  different  results  and  craziness  is  thinking  we  can  do  anything  without 
God.  Are  you  still  doing  the  same  things  in  your  UMW?  We  are  the  wisdom  and  the 
mothers,  the  guides  and  nurturers.  Good  seed  in  good  ground  will  flourish.  “Without  Him  I 
can  do  nothing.  Without  Him  I will  fail.  Without  Him  I can  do  nothing  Just  like  a ship 
without  a sail.” 

Special  music  was  provided  by  the  Hartzell  Mt.  Zion  Youth  Rappers  who  sang  “I  Will 
Praise  the  Lord”  and  “The  Big  Man”.  The  group  was  directed  and  accompanied  by  Malcolm 
Harrison  who  played  the  electric  bass. 

Treasurer  Jeanette  McCalman  and  Education  and  Interpretation  Coordinator  Frances 
Patton  conducted  the  Pledge  Service  based  on  the  book  Secrets  of  the  Vine  by  Bruce 
Wilkinson  and  the  Scripture  theme  John  15:1,  2,  5,  8.  District  treasurers  brought  their 
district’s  pledge  to  the  altar  and  placed  them  in  vine  and  grape-covered  baskets.  The  pledges 
by  district  were:  Acadiana  - $19,000,  Alexandria  - $29,000,  Baton  Rouge  - $49,600,  Lake 
Charles  - $42,000,  Monroe  - $29,000,  New  Orleans  - $40,000,  North  Shore  - $2 1 ,500, 

Ruston  - $27,500,  Shreveport  - $44,250.  Jeanette  closed  the  service  by  saying:  “United 
Methodist  Women  have  stood  out  for  generations  as  branches  that  bear  fruit  for  God.  The 
work  and  generosity  of  the  women  is  the  fruit  of  the  study  of  God’s  Word  and  of  Mission 
Opportunities  presented  through  Schools  of  Christian  Mission,  workshops  and  Reading 
Program.  The  vine  dresser  is  at  work  in  our  lives,  pruning  us  for  greater  works.  In 
anticipation  of  our  response  to  Him  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women 
pledge  $245,000  to  glorify  God.  Amen.” 
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Following  the  Offertory  Prayer  by  Jeanette  McCalman,  the  offering  was  taken  up 
accompanied  by  Carolyn  Conner,  Organist,  and  followed  by  the  Doxology. 

In  the  place  of  Cheryl  Hemmerle  of  Women’s  Division  who  was  unable  to  get  to  the 
meeting  because  of  disruptions  in  airlines  due  to  the  tragedies  of  this  week,  Sandra  Darby,  a 
member  of  the  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Team,  brought  the  morning  message.  Sandra  read  a 
letter  of  regret  from  Cheryl  who  reassured  the  members  of  the  safety  of  members  of  the 
GBGM  and  the  building  which  houses  them. 

Sandi  likened  the  structure  of  UMW  to  a vine  and  its  branches  which  well  illustrates 
our  connectionalism.  These  branches  produce  the  fhiit  of  340  missions  around  the  world 
supported  by  Women  Division’s  budget.  Telling  our  story  as  part  of  the  story  of  God  is  most 
important.  Our  light  is  a blueprint  for  the  future  as  we  envision  a world  of  peace,  justice  and 
faithfulness.  We  are  transformed  so  that  we  can  transform.  Still  we  need  to  prune  our 
branches  to  produce  more  fruit.  Sandi  said  that  she  did  not  remember  the  great  tragedies  of 
the  past  century  - Pearl  Harbor,  Kennedy’s  assassination,  etc.  - because  she  had  not  been  bom. 
The  things  she  remembers  are  trivial  in  comparison.  And  this  is  the  story  of  her  generation 
which  grew  up  in  peace  but  individual  violence.  The  challenge  of  this  week  is  that  we  may 
move  forward  in  love  instead  of  hate  and  more  violence.  As  we  continue  to  work  together  in 
Social  Action  let  us  share  our  sense  of  peace  and  fellowship. 

Tillie  Shows  presented  Sandi  a gift. 

Doris  Brown  told  of  the  Gathering  of  Teen  and  College  Women  which  was  attended  by 
several  young  women  from  Louisiana,  and  Kathleen  Conrad  attended  as  an  adult  mentor. 

Doris  was  the  chair  of  the  Women’s  Division  Task  Force  on  Teen  and  College  Women.  The 
purpose  of  the  Task  Force  was  to  open  the  door  to  membership  for  these  women  and  to  be 
mentors  for  them.  In  order  to  do  this  we  must  listen  to  and  stand  with  them.  May  they  come 
to  know  the  God  of  missions  as  they  journey  through  United  Methodist  Women. 

Sue  Doolittle  brought  the  Report  of  Registration;  42 1 women  registered  and  the 
morning  offering  amounted  to  $1529.36. 

President  Sanders  called  Chair  Jane  Eubanks  and  Assistant  Chair  Ella  Mae  Doyle  to  the 
podium  to  receive  Special  Mission  Recognition  pins  and  then  asked  members  from  North 
Shore  to  stand  to  be  recognized. 

Women  who  were  ordained  as  Deacon  this  year  at  Annual  Conference  were  also 
presented  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pins.  They  were  Pam  Crews,  Inez  Williams,  Regina 
Hickman,  Bemadine  Johnson,  Pamela  Fitz  Roy,  and  Carol  Ann  Sutton.  Elouise  expressed  the 
pride  we  have  in  these  women  who  worked  so  hard  to  achieve  this  status. 

Annette  Fortuna  led  the  members  in  singing  “Trust  and  Obey”.

The  Mission  Candle  burned  throughout  the  business  meeting  and  would  be 
extinguished  at  10:45. 

President  Elouise  Sanders  closed  the  meeting  at  10:30  a.m.  and  announced  that  the 
Communion  Service  would  begin  at  10:45.
